DOMESTIC NEWS. 


T h e N ew Y o rk E le c tio n . 
New Yo rk, Novem ber 1st.—Inspector Byrnes 
and staff' to day received w arrants for th e arrest 
o f a l&rae num ber of m en for illegal registra­ 
tion. They will be executed to-m orrow, w hen 
the m en present them selves at th e polling 
places. 
An investigation m ade at the instance 
of the D istrict A ttorney showed th a t th ere w ere 
m any instances of colonizating voters, p rin ­ 
cipally in the low er w ards of the city. All 
sorts of nam es were assum ed by the offenders, 
such as “ Tim Bum m ” and ‘ Jack B uster.” 
New Y ork, Novem ber 1st.—There is a curious 
feature o f George’s m ethods of raising m oney 
to m eet his election expenses th a t excites some 
rem ark, nam ely—the contributions th at have 
come and are com ing from the Trades Unions, 
Labor Councils o f Toronto, and other places in 
C anada by voluntary assessm ent, so th a t th e 
contest is in some sense an international one. 
Speaking of the outlook for re al estate, in con­ 
nection w ith George’s confiscation notions, the 
Record and Guide, the organ ot th a t interest, re­ 
m arks : “ The m arket does not show any fear 
of the election on Tuesday.

N ew York, November 1st —Felix A dler spoke 
yesterday in C hickering H all on the subject, “Is 
there D anger o f a Conflict Between Classes?” 
Among other things, he s a id : “ I see a signal of 
danger in th e preseut aspect of th e labor m ove­ 
m ent. 1 do not blam e the w orkingm en for 
m aking a beginning in the political labor m ove­ 
m ent. but I do rmt th in k the m ovem ent should 
be recruited entirely from one class. Nor do I 
believe th eir best and most trusted leaders are 
anim ated by. clas3 bias. I believe they are 
w orking for the good of the com m onw ealth. 
If 
one class is attacked by chronic discontent, the 
w hole body is sick. T here come occasionally 
grow ths of dangerous theories from laborers, 
some of whom are m ischievous spirits, longing 
to w reak vengeance by them selves becom ing 
the oppressors of th eir oppressors. Lest th is 
virus should be spread, w hat are w e to do ? We 
are ourselves 
to blam e th at it exists. The 
labor question should not bo perm itted to re­ 
m ain solely th e business of laborers to solve. 
You should not let the laborer feel he is alone. 
Join his forces an d help him solve th e que-tion. 
T he m ain thing is to take aw ay th e working- 
people's im pression th at they are alone. 
We 
m ust do m issionary work then. Tne m ovem ent 
o f w hich wc see the beginning is th e vanguard 
o f a m ovem ent w hich w ill become in th e end a 
far-reaching trium ph.” 


L e ts T h e m D o w n E asy . 
Washington, Novem ber 1st.—Judge McCne, 
Solicitor o f th e Treasury, has given an opinion 
to the Secretary in regard to the w ines and 
other articles brought from abroad 
by the 
officers of the United States steam ers ’Ports­ 
m outh an d Saratoga. 
He divides th e articles 
in question into th ree classes, as 
follows: 
First—C ertain w ines purchased abroad by the 
caterer of the mess, an d iu use for consum ption 
aboard the vessel by m em bers o f th e m ess or 
th eir visitors. 
Second—Certain articles, in ­ 
cluding wines.jgloves, clothing, etc., im ported 
for the use ol persons other th an the officers 
bringing the same. 
T hird—o th e r 
articles, 
including 
wines, 
gloves, 
clothing, 
etc., 
brought 
for 
the 
officers’ 
ow n 
use. 
In regard to the first class, the Solicitor holds 
that, as the goods w ere no t intended to be 
landed, they are not dutiable if retained on 
shipboard for use. 
He says th at an im portation 
is an arrival w ith intent to unload, 
jh regard 
to the second, class, viz: articles brought by 
officers for th e use of other persous. as gifts or 
otherw ise, the Solicitor says they are dutiable, 
and th a t there is no discretion in th e Customs 
officers or in th e Secretary ot the Treasury to 
abate an y portion of the duties prescribed by 
law . 
As to 
the th ird 
class, viz: articles 
brought by 
officers 
for 
th eir 
own 
use, 
the 
Solicitor 
says 
th eir 
liability 
to 
duty depends upon w hether they are w earing 
apparel iti actual use, an d personl effects not 
m erchandise. If they are. he says ihey are free 
o f dñty. T he C ourts h a re riven a liberal con­ 
struction as regards w earing apparel and per­ 
sonal effect.-, am i tn e solicitor says th at under 
recent decisions all articles brought for personal 
use by officers on shipboaid, or in th eir q uarters 
on shore, would be lice of duty. 
In conclusion, 
the Solicitor says th at he does uot th in k th at 
th ere are necessarily any penalties incurred by 
the naval officers, so th a t w hatever is collected 
from them should be by w ay of duties on such 
goods as Collectors m ay decid* to be dutiable.

ublished Ju ly 29th. insinuated th a t Dr. Pavy 
ad com m itted bigam y, and Mrs. Lilia May 
Pavy knew h e w as th e husband o f th e French 
w om an w hen she m arried him . A few days ago 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat published an a l­ 
leged expose of the Pavy com plications. Mrs. 
Lilia May Pavy was found by a reporter at 142 
East S ixteenth street, and requested to give th e 
tru e story about D r. Favy’s m arriage and h er 
child, an d to answ er the recent charges. She 
suid th e French w om an was Dr. Pavy s m istress 
in Paris in i;-.# to 1869 ; th a t th e ch aracter c f 
th eir relations is abundantly proved by docu­ 
m ents and correspondence in th e hands o f Mrs. 
Pavy, Dr. Pavy’s brother and others.

The trouble is over th e resum p­ 
tion of the ten-hour system, the m en refusing to 
w ork the additional two hours w ithout addi­ 
tional pay. 
Each of th e tw o houses em ploys 
about 3,000 m en. None of the other packing­ 
houses are affected. Au attem pt was m ade to 
induce the m en in A rm our's and other large 
houses to stop, but they refused to go out. 
F u rth er particulars from the stock yards strike 
are to th e effect th a t Swift’s beef-killers sent a 
com m ittee to him Saturday and insisted on 
having an increase o f 50 cents per day should 
the firm return to the ten-hour system. This 
m orning w hen the beef-killers w ent to work 
they noticed th at forem an W ilder, of Swift’s, 
h ad discharged Jam es M atthew ton, one of the 
com m itteem en. They also found th at th e wages 
o f the laborers had not been increased, so they 
struck. They insist now on having M att hew son 
reinstated, and also the return to the eight-hour 
system . On hearing th at Swift’s m en w ere out, 
the beef-butchers em ployed by M orrisou went 
out. A crowd w ent dow n to Sm ith’s m achine 
shop and com pelled them to strike. After this 
they w ent to A rm our’s for th e purpose of calling 
his m en out, but this move was anticipated by 
the forem an, who g o ta force ot police to guard 
the principal entrances, and the crw rd was 
kept away. The striker; have arraLged to hold 
a m eeting during th e day. A m em ber o f the 
E xecutive Committee told a reporter th a t unless 
the two firms gave in, all the em ployes of the 
yards would be called out. 
I.ATER—MORE MEN GO OUT. 
Between 2C0and 300m en in Libby, McNeill & 
Libby’s canning establishm ent also w ent out. 
T he reason alleged was th at Morris’ establish­ 
m ent partly supplies the canning firm w ith 
beef. A m eeting o f th e strikers was held late 
this afternoon. 
No one except K nights of Labor 
were adm itted. Fully 1.000 non-union strikers 
congregated on the outside anxiously aw aiting 
the action of th e Knights.

London, N ovem ber 1st.—Jo h n Morley, accom ­ 
panied by Sir W illiam V ernon H arconrt, visited 
H aw arden to-day w ith the special object of 
inducing Mr. Gladstone to assent to radical 
extension of the Leeds p ro p am in e. There is 
little reason to expect th a t Gladstone w ill agree 
to m ake e ith er the question to reform th e House 


of Lords or the church a plank in the platform . 
The Business Conference, as arram red. will be 
opened by Kitson, C hairm an, who w ill introduce 
a m otion expressing unabated confidence in 
Gladstone. Morley will move th a t the Confer­ 
ence reaffirm its belief in the Home R ule project 
and renew its declarations upon the questions 
of land, local governm ent and free education. 
The Pall Mall Gazette declares th at the Liberal 
p arty has become m erely an association o f men 
saying, “ D itto” to G ladstone, and that the de­ 
cadence of Gladstone is wAtcbed w ith dism ay 
by his followers, some of whom look forward to 
the Tories rem aining in pow er for the next ten 
years. One section of delegates intend to urge 
the Conference to consider a proposal to recon­ 
cile th e Unionists by affirm ing th at every act or 
order of the Irish Parliam ent interfering w ith 
the pow ers of th e im perial Parliam ent, or con­ 
trary to Im perial Acts, w ill be held void and 
inoperative.

th e State relative to the undoubted success 
of the general ticket, but these assurances 
of victory should not cause a relaxation of 
effort. 
Being a legal holiday, th e Courts, public 
offices, etc., w ill be closed, and it is not 
likely th at m uch business of any kind will 
be transacted. 
Cl-.ief D ilim an lias notified 
the m em bers o f the force to see that the 
law relative to selling or giving aw ay in ­ 
toxicating beverage d arin g the hours tlie 
polls are open is enlorced. 
E ight special 
officers have been appointed to preserve the 
peace, in addition to w hich there will be 22 
D eputy U nited States M arshals on duty. 
Tlie G overnor, as usual, has offered a re­ 
w ard of $100 for the arrest and conviction 
of any person violating the election law . 
As the G reat R egister printed this year is 
not a new one— there not having been a 
call f ir an entirely new registration—b u t a 
copy from the one in use for som e years, 
w ith the nam es of new citizens and resi­ 
dents added, parties have had published a 
list of nam es purporting to be those of per­ 
sons w ho have died or rem oved from the 
city. 
W hile in th e m ain th e list m ay be 
correct, it includes the nam es o f m any who 
art- entitled to vote, and m ay cause Voters 
som e trouble and a n u o y a n c i; nut in sucli 
cases th e voter can sw ear in his vote if 
challenged, as long as his nam e is on the 
register. 
T he H ow ard B enevolent A ssociation will 
h av e ctfliection-boxes at the various poll- 
ing-places. and, as they have Tiot called 
upon th e people for aid by m eans of a pub­ 
lic entertainm ent o r subscription this year, 
it is hoped th a t those w ho exercise the 
right of suffrage w ill each contribute a 
little for the benefit of th e poor th a t are 
sustained by th is w orthy organization.
